The proposal entered’ the press 
last week, only to be denied in part 
by Mr. Rogers. However, he dis- 
missed the idea of a “treaty.” Other 
sources confirmed that the concept, 
involving unilateral guarantees en- 
Bhrined in something lesa than a 
treaty, was on the agenda. These 
sources were given credence when, 
on Saturday, Senate majority lea- 
der Mike Mansfield publicly exprea- 
sed doubts about the wisdom of 
sending U.S, troops to the Middle 
East.

New York — will be that Israel’s 
determination to obtain new, 
secure and recognized borders 
through @ negotiated peace agree- 
ment with the neighbouring Arab 
states is utterly inflexible. 


Mr. Eban will again inform the 
British Foreign Secretary, the U.S. 
Secretary of State, and the U.N. 
Secretary-General's Special Repre- 
sentative to the Middle East, that 
Israel will under no circumstances 
trade the strategic security of a re- 
drawn geographical frontier for the 
bogus security of four-power inter- 
national guarantees. 

At the same time, the Foreign 
Minister will make clear Israel's 
Teady flexibility in discussing πᾶν 
boundaries, away from the military 
demarcation line of June 4, 1967, 
but alo: the Hines su; ed by 
Prime Minister Golda rhe in the 
London “Times” interview on Setur- 
day, whenever the Arab neighbours 
drop thelr demand for “total with- 
drawal” and take their seats at the 
negotiating table. 


NEW INITIATIVE 


Tn outlining the nature of Mr, 
Eban's mission, political circles in 
Jerusalem granted that the Gov- 
ernment had over the past two 
weeks embarked on @ new initiative 
designed to lay down Israel's “line 
of no retreat," and to Indicate 
viable alternatives to the situation 
which had resuited from the Six 
Day War. This wes considered the 
most efficient way of refuting the 
notion, spawned by the current 
deadiock in the Jarring talks, that 
Israel's opposition to the Jarring 
and Rogers — let alone Sadat — 
borders was purely negative, and 
Should be overcome by outside pres- 
sure, mainly American. 

In his talks in Washington, Mr. 
Eban is expected to focus attention 
largely on the issue of big power 
guarantees. Israel ἰ58 said to have 
no quarrei with the manner in which 
the US. has handled the “preli- 
minary discussion” of these ‘“‘sup- 
plementary guarantees” in the four- 
power forum to date. At the meet- 
ing of the four ambassadors in New 
York last week, the U.S. in fact 
warned the Soviet Union that any 
idea of guarantees as a substitute 
for agreement between the parties 
was unacceptable. Britain supported 
the U.S. stand on what London 
terms “supportive guarantees," and 
even France was not far behind. 


ISRAEL DISTURBED 

Nevertheless, Israel is distinctly 
disturbed over the apparent U.S. in- 
clination to treat big-power guaran- 
tees, in effect, as a substitute for 
secure borders. The U.S, argument 
is that only the physical presence 
of the big powers, and not any phy- 
sical border, can bring Israel real 
security. This view, Mr. Eban will 
reiterate, is wholly unacceptable to 
Tarael, and cannot be squared with 
the continued American insistence 
on the primary importance of a 
prior peace agreement. The Foreign 
Minister was to have made the 
Same point in London, which to- 
gether with Washington and Paris, 
had already indicated willingness to 
contribute contingents to an inter- 
national force for the Middle East.

“following the intervention by the 
army the functioning of the (new) 
government would be impossible," 
he said. 

NO OTHER SOLUTION 

“There is no other solution. The 
first thing is to form a government 
which is capable of stopping the 
activities of the extremists and 
will take the country to new elec- 
tions. A new parliament should then 
be formed within the framework 


‘of the constitution and, with no in-' 


fluences upon it, begin its work,” he 
said. 

‘Mr. Inonu ts leader of the major 
opposition Peoples Republican Party, 
which holds 142 seats in the 450- 
member National Assembly. 

His actions have been closely fol- 
lowed here, not least because of his 
influence in the army as an elder 
statesman.

The applicants were married by 
ἃ Reform Rabbi in New York, but 
while the husband is indisputably 
Jewish, the wife was born a Pro- 
testant, is now a declared atheist, 
and claims never to have been con- 
verted to Judaism. 

The couple, who are both 
American citizens, immigrated to 
Israel in 1966 and since then their 
domicile has been Israel. They are 
childjess. 

When they decided that their 
marriage could not succeed because 
of incompatibility they applied to 
the President of the Supreme Court 
to use the powers vested in him by 
the Matters of Dissolution of Mar- 
riege(Jurisdiction in Special Cases) 
Law, 1969, and decide which court 
has the jurisdiction to dissolve 
their marriage. 

Section 1 of this Law provides 
that: “ (a) Matters of dissolution 
of marriage which do not come 
within the exclusive jurisdiction of 
a religious court shall be within 
the jurisdicion of the District 
Court or a religious court, as the 
President of the Supreme Court 
may determine. {0} This Law shail 
not apply when both spouses are 
Jews, Moslems, Druse, or members 
of one of the Christian communi- 
ties which maintain a religious 
court in Israel” 

Section 2 lus down: “(ai When one 
of the spouses is a Jew, Moslem, Druse 
or 8 member of one of the Christian 
communitiies which maintain a rell- 
gious court in Israel, the President of 
the Supreme Court shail not exercise 
bis power under section until he 
has received an opinion from a reli- 
gious court as provided in this section. 
tb) The Attorney General or his re- 
presentative shall upply in writ‘n¢e τὸ 
the relevant religious court or τὸ both

The President of the Supreme 
Court, having studied the facts of 
the case and decided that only Dr. 
Rabkin, and not Mrs. Rabkin, is 
Jewish, ordered the application and 
the accompanying documents to be 
sent to the Attorney General for 
submission to the appropriate re- 
ligious court, in accordance with 
the provisions of Section 2 of the 
Law. 

The Attorney General duly sub- 
mitted the material and request to 
the Supreme Rabbinical Court 
(which is the appropriate court 
under the Regulations) and for- 
warded their reply which he had 
received through the Chief Secre- 
tary of the Supreme Rabbinical 
Court, to the President of the 
Supreme Court. The gist of this 
reply was that the Supreme Rab- 
binical Court felt they could not 
give a final opinion unless they 
questioned Dr. and Mrs. Rabkin, as 
they. could not be sure that Mrs. 
Rabkin was not Jewish in the 
light of the fact that the marriage 
ceremony had been performed by 
a Reform Rabbi and that the mar- 
riage certificate bore the inscrip- 
tion: “Married in New York, on 
31.12.61, according to the laws of 
the State of New York and in ac- 
cordance with the customs of 
Israel." 

When he received this reply 
the President of the Supreme 
Court invited the Rabkins’ counsel 
and the Attorney Genera! to appear 
before him and present arguments

Since filght simulators cost more 
than $3m. each, and the company 
was only buying two of the giant 
jets, it was decided to complete 
the training of the air crews on 
simulators abroad. B.O.A.C. had 
adopted cockpit instrumentation and 
layout systems very similar to the 
type chosen by ΕἸ Al But in order 
to enable the air crews to familfar- 
ize themselves with the cockpits 
beforehand, a cockpit mock-up, cap- 
able of simulating all instrument 
emergencies,. was purchased for 
1L500,000, and all the air crew 
members have undergone a fami- 
Hiarization course lasting some 24 
hours before belng sent abroad to 
complete their training. 

According to Mr. Wangenheim, 
the 747 is one of the safest planes 
ever designed. It incorporates many 
auxillary and back-up systems 
capable of filling in for each other.

12 Kharkov Jews 
get exit visas 


, Jerusalem Post Reporter 
BAIS. — Twelve Jewish residents 
of Kharkov have received permits 
to emigrate to Israel and were to 
have left yesterday via Moscow and 
‘Vienna, it was learnt in a telephone 
conversation on Sunday between 
Haifa and Eharkov. The call was 
made by Aharon Bogdanovsky, an 
engineer who hails from that Uk- 
rainian town, and has been trying to 
maintain contact with’ his friends 
in that city through occasional tele- 
phone calls. 

Be tald The Jerusalem Post that 
many times he was put off by 
telephone operators in the Soviet 
Union on spurfous pretexts such as 
“there is no such number,” or ‘there 
is no telephone connection today 
‘between Moscow and Kharkov.” 

“These are the first Jews in 
‘Kharkov to be allowed to leave 
since I emigrated last July, and I 


was the first in the city since World, 


‘War IE to leave the Soviet Union," 
Mr. Gogdanovsky said. “Among 
them are eight men who signed an 
appeal for help in a cable to the 
Brussels Conference on Soviet Jewry 
jast month.”

Haifa Council adopts 1L139m. budget

HAIFA. — The Municipal Council 
yesterday approved the executive's 
budget proposal for 1971/72 in the 
amount of 11239,250,000 by a majo- 
rity of 16 votes of the coalition 
parties (Labour, Indepéndent Libe- 
Tals, the religious parties and 
Mapam), against six Gahal votes. 
It wag Mayor Flieman's 12th budget, 
and the ruefully admitted that, for 
reasons beyond the contro] of 8 
local authority, it was about 110m. 
short of balancing revenue against 
expenditure, 

In the five hours of debate .yes~ 
terday morning, nobody had really 
analysed the budget, he protested in 
his summing up. He thought that 
the central. Government failed to 
appreciate the role of local govern- 
ment and its needs. The former's 
budgets were growing year by year 
and a fundamental change in out- 
look in Jerusalem was needed to 
treat each local. authority according 
to the growing social and economic 
weight it was acquiring. 

The most surprising, and dis- 
quieting, speech of the debate came 
from: a coalition Councillor. Mr. 
‘Avraham Danino (Labour), a tea- 
cher and now 8. university student 
of social work, made an impassioned 
plea on behalf of the poor, Jarge 
families and the underprivileged in 
general. What Town Hall wag doing 
‘was not only insufficient, ‘he charg- 
ed, but it was even reducing wel- 
fare ald. 

In the past three years, the Muni- 
cipal Welfare Department had drasti- 
cally reduced the number of those 
receiving aid. from over 1,700 to 
about 750. Only 120 had appealed 
against the cancellation of their 
support, and of these 90 were re- 
jected. The very small number of

when they arrived. The Ministry 
of Tourism recently held meetings 
with the Hotels Agsociation on the 
issue of overbookings, and they 
have set up a joint committee to 
study the problem. 

Over the past two years, hote- 
liers have adopted the practice of 
overbooking by as much as 100 per 
cent, as they knew that, with the 
troubled security situation in the 
area, there were bound to be many 
cancellations. This estimate proved 
true and as a result they managed 
to keep their hotels fairly full, with- 
out having to turn away any of the 
customers who had booked with 
them. However, now that Israel has 
been enjoying relative peace for a 
number of months, tourists are not 
cancelling in large numbers as be- 
fore, and hotels are now finding 
that thelr overbookings are turning 
up demanding accommodation, 

So far, alternate accommodation 
has been found for the incoming 
tourists, even if not in the hotel of 
their choice, but the problem could 
become more serious towards the 
summer months for which the hotels 
outside the main cities already have 
heavy advance bookings. They will 
not be able to take up the over- 
flow as they are doing at present. 


Arab tourist 
guides invited 
to spread out

Tourism Minister Moshe Kol yes- 
terday warned Arab tourist guides 
in Jerusalem not to mix politics with 
their work, and stressed that it is 
important to preserve their profes- 
sional integrity.

Big rise in crimes of violence

Incidence of armed robbery and 
murder in Israel underwent a sharp 
increase last year, but the country 
is still far behind western natlons 
in these matters. This conclusion is 
incorporated in the’ annual report 
of Police Inspector-General Pinhas 
Koppel, presented to the press yes- 
terday. 

The report noted that robberies 
and attempted robberies Increased 
ΒΤ per cent, from 98 in 1969 to 185 
in 1970. “In absolute numbers, it 
is sti! small but the increase cau- 
ses concern.” In many instances, 
guns were displayed and sometimes 
they were fired. Three murders 
were committed im the course of 
robberies, and six Murders were at- 
tempted. ᾿ 


Mr, Koppel attributed the increase 
in armed violence to the ready avai- 
lability of arms 85 8. result of the 
Six Day War, the influence that 
stems from the use of force demand- 
ed by the country's security situa- 
tion, as well as the lack of 
adequate security precautions by 
banks and other targeta of robbers. 
The police have recommended the 
iostallation of modern alarm sys- 
tems in banks and safes in petrol 
stations. 


Murders more than doubled, from 
19 in 1969 to 46 in 1970, and at- 
tempted murders increased from 85 
to 48, But the figures for 1970 are 
almost identical with those of 1986S. 
The report pointed out that the 
great majority of murders and at- 
tempted murders are committed 
against a background of love or 
disputes between members of a fa- 
mily or uelghbours. “In this we 
are more like a Mediterranean 
country than a European or North 
American country, where murder 
generally is committed during the 
commission of robberies and not for 
emotional reasons." Two murders 
were perpetrated hy infiltrators. 

Cases involving drugs increased 
60 per cent to 1,678. Among those 
arrested on drug charges were 478 


foreigners. The number of persons * 


involved whose age was 20 or below 
almost doubled, from 361 to 657. 
On the other hand, Commander Arye 
Schurr, head of the CID, noted 
that the distribution of drugs in 
schools and universities had drop- 
ped last year; as it had the year 
before, in the wake of increased 
alertness by schogl administrators 
to the problem. 

Overall, crime increased 9.2 per 
cent at the same time that the num- 
ber of police fell from 32.2 to 31.4

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Sun follows the storms, 
but more rain expected

The sudden storms which hit Is- 
Tael over the week-end abated dur- 
ing Sunday night, and bright sunny 
weather had spread over much of 
the country by middsy yesterday. 
Jerusalem, which 24 hours earlier 
had suffered swirling snow and 
hail storms, basked in warm sun- 
shine in the afternoon. 


The meteorologists, however, fore- 
cast a return of the rain, though 
not of the cold wave, tomorrow. A 
low pressure area was reported 
Over Cyrenaica during yesterday 
afternoon, and this is expected to 
bring the winds and rains back to 
this region. 

None of the four ships grounded 
of Israel's coasts by the storm 
was refloated yesterday. A Greek 
tugboet arrived at Haifa for an 
attempt to pull the freighter Clip- 
per off the beach at Kiryat Haim 
where she settled early on Friday 
morning. The storm heaved the 
ship further inland di the 
week-end, making it more difficult 
to get her afloat again. Yesterday, 
experts examined the Clipper's po- 
sition before deciding on a course 
of action, One may be to dig some 
of the sand sway from the ship's 
hull so that the water will reach 
her, and then try to pull her off. 


Unsuccessful attempts were made 
during the day by a tug named 
Tirza to free the tanker Tien Shan, 
‘beached off Ashkelon. The agents 
‘of the Tien Shan’s owners, Rosen- 
feld & Co., told The Jerusalem Post 


that the vessel has suffered πὸ 
damage. 

The other two tankers, the Jayana 
and the Attantic, aground off Ash- 
@od, remained immobile yesterday as 
port officials waited for the weather 
to elear completely before efforts 
are made to refloat them. 

In Jerusalem, Post Office techni- 
Cians worked through the day to 
repair two telephone cables damaged 
‘by Sunday's snowfall. A few hundred 
subscribers in western Jerusalem 
whose telephone numbers begin with 
5 were affected. the Communica- 
tions Ministry spokesman reported. 

‘Some 70 per cent of the damaged 
lines were reportedly operational 
again last night, and the rest should 
be connected by this morning. A 
few dozen lines in other parts of the 
‘tity were also damaged by the 
weather, and these too are being 
repaired. 


40 Killed in 
Turkish blizzard 


KONYA, Turkey (Reuter). — At 
least 40 persons have died in a freak 
blizzard which has been sweeping 
the Central Anatolian plain since

off many villages surrounding this 
city, 280 kms. south of ‘Ankara.
